PRESIDENT EISENHOWER'’S veto 
of the 1956 farm bill virtually kills 
any chances of bolstering farm in- 
come through legislation at this session 
of Congress. That's the prevailing re- 
action of Congressional farm leaders 
to Ike’s decision 

But the farm issue is far from dead 
this year. It will now be fought out 
even more vigorously, if that’s pos- 
sible, at every farm meeting and in 
every Congressional district from now 
until the November elections. 

Boiled down, here’s what the fight- 
ing is about: 

The Administration and its farm 
policy supporters count on relatively 
low price supports and reduced pro- 
duction through a soil bank to cut 
back surpluses. This is the route, they 
say, to lasting improvement in your 
economic position. Raising price sup- 
ports now, they claim, would stimulate 
production, swell surpluses, and there- 
by prolong farm troubles 

Backers of the 1956 farm bill stoutly 
contend the slide in farm income has 
reached critical proportions, requiring 
emergency government action. Noth- 
ing less than restoration of 90 percent 
supports, they argue, can effectively 
counteract the downward trend 

And since price support operations 
at any level are accompanied by acre- 
age allotment and marketing quota 
controls, they see no risk of booming 
production in the 90 percent loan rate. 
This, plus new commodity programs 
like the Domestic Parity Plan for 
wheat and rice, and stepped-up surplus 
disposal programs—including greater 
distribution to the needy- provides 
better way to improved farming condi- 
tions, according to anti-Benson forces.

Storage Bins Coming 


There'll be no shortage of grain 
storage this election year of the kind 
credited with helping Harry Truman 
win the presidency in 1948 Govern 
ment purchase of new bins, with a 
capacity of up to 100 million bushels 
has been authorized by the Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation 

Most of the new bins will be used 
for corn, but they will also take care 
of some wheat Plan ts to have them 
erected and ready next summer for 
the government takeover of the 1955- 
crop grains under price support 


Dairy Figures Mounting 


There's a rising tide all along the 
line in the dairy business. Milk pro- 
duction this year seems headed for a 
new all-time record of 127 billion 
pounds. Production per cow is top- 
ping former levels. 

Fluid milk consumption is also 
climbing, USDA reports, because of 
industry sales efforts, the school milk 
program and higher consumer in- 
comes. Larger cash receipts for pro- 
ducers are forecast also. 

Meanwhile Congress 
funds to $75 million a year and ex- 
tended the school milk program until 
June, 1958. Brucellosis program gets 
same extension and $17 million for 
current fiscal year plus $20 million in 
each of the next two years.

Posts are treated 
first in a water solution of copper sul- 
fate, then water solution of sodium 
chromate, forming a combination which is 
toxic to fungi and insects and practically 
insoluble in water. Of 100 pine posts thus 
treated in 1942 and set in a high-decay, 
termite-ridden area of Mississippi, only 
one has decayed to date.

Better Anhydrous Applicators. Two new develop- 
ments will simplify the use of anhydrous 
ammonia. One is a combination which en- 
ables the farmer to apply anhydrous ammonia 
and solid fertilizer with the same appli- 
cator. The other is an improved friction- 
type trip for the applicator. Both were 
developed by the Mississippi Experiment 
Station. 





You Can Breed the Back Fat off hogs fast, say 
Oklahoma A&M researchers. At Feeders Day 
last week, they reported reduction of .16 
in back fat of test hogs in 2 years. 


Grass and Legume Seed Supplies are plentiful, 
according to Situation Reports -- and 
prices generally have averaged 35% lower 
than last year. But if the “soil bank" 
program goes into effect, some supplies may 
dwindle fast and prices could jump. If you 
have seed for sale, don't give them away yet. 
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King Ranch Bluestem does better job of con- 
trolling soil erosion if it gets nitrogen 
and phosphate fertilizers after planting, 
according to Texas Research Foundation 
tests. 400 1b. superphosphate and 250 lb. 
ammonium sulfate per acre gave best results, 
and increased gains of cattle on grass. 











Band Seeding Hay and Pasture crops produced 
130% more forage, fewer weeds, more vigorous 
seedling growth, less weather-killing and 
lower cost of planting than broadcast seed- 
ing at USDA Research Center at Beltsville, 
Md. The method, which is placement of seed 
at precise depths directly above a con- 
centrated band of fertilizer, is limited 
by need for special equipment. 

















Price Support For Honey will be 9.7 cents a 
pound for 1956. This is 70% of the current 
parity price adjusted to the 60-lb. con- 
tainer level. For the 1955 crop of honey 
the national average support level was 9.9¢ 
alb., equal to 70% of parity. 








Prevent Downy-Mildew Damage to cantaloupes 
and muskmelons by using a fungicide mixture 
of tri-basic copper sulfate and zineb, USDA 
recommends. Two lbs. of each substance 
per 100 gals. of water to prevent moderate 
infection; 3 lbs. of tri-basic copper 
sulfate and 2 lbs. of zineb for severe 
disease outbreak.

Wool Incentive Payments for the marketing 
year just ended (March 31) are likely 
to figure out at close to 18¢ per lb. 
Payments will be the difference be- 
tween the average market price of the 
year (close to 44¢ per lb.) and the 
government guarantee of 62¢ per 1b. 





Early Lamb Crop in Tennessee, Kentucky, 
and Virginia is estimated at 15% 
larger than a year ago. Texas is cal- 
culated at 4% under 1955. Nationally, 
USDA reports early spring lambs about 
2% below last year, because of smaller 
number of breeding ewes. 








Pick-up in Hog Prices is expected during 
May and may reach a top of about $17 by 
late summer -- then fall sharply as 
marketing jumps in September. Mean- 
while, USDA says it will stay in the 
spring market until prices improve; 
has already junked its $85 million 
purchase ceiling. 











Beef Cattle Prices will firm up during the 
summer, government forecasters think, 
with fed cattle prices strengthening 
by $2 to $4 per cwt. Steers moving 
into feedlots will not exceed a year 
ago, and could fall below the '55 
level. 





You Already Know that an excited cow may 
give less milk at milking time. Iowa 
State College dairymen point out that 
she's likely to have a lower butter- 
fat percentage at that milking, too. 
That's because fat percent is gener- 
time; so, the held-back milk contains 
most fat; that reduces the test. 





Dairy Cows On Test at the Georgia Experi- 
ment Station, have set what may be a 
new record in sustained roughage in- 
take and have established a new goal 
for low cost milk production. M. E. 
McCullough, dairy nutritionist at the 
station, reports that the cows' rate 
of intake in excess of 4 pounds of dry 
matter per 100 pounds of body weight 
is one pound higher than the usually 
quoted limit of cows on harvested 
forage.

Five Southern 
States which had no cases in 1954 
reported some in 1955. Mortality in 
other states was much higher than 
before. 








Beef Marketing Margins -- the difference 
between what the producer gets and the 
consumer pays -- widened last year on 
U.S. Choice to an average of 25.7¢ per 
lb., the largest spread ever recorded, 
according to a USDA study.

Alfalfa Tops Best. In a recent study at 
VPI top and bottom portions of the 
alfalfa plant were fed green to dairy 
heifers -- and it was found that tops 
are much superior in nutritive value.

THERE'LL BE A MINIMUM SUPPORT PRICE for cot- 
ton this year. But until Congress confirms 
a new program, and it's signed by the Presi- 
dent, there's no way of knowing what it 
will be. 





HODGE-PODGE FARM BILL is nearing the end of 
its course through Congress at press time. 
Producer elements wrote into the Senate 
bill a provision to change the parity base 
to reward the growing of guality cotton and 
discourage the production of unwanted 
grades and staples. They won an agreement 
that the price reduction would be no more 
than 3¢ a pound. They also got an agreement 
that the acreage pr sao es would Ee frozen 











ing a cut of 1,500,000 acres in 1956 and 
another million-acre reduction in 1958. 

They beat back the 90% advocates in the 

Senate but lost the fight in the House- 

Senate conference. 








COTTON FARMERS have been letting their mar- 
kets go to synthetics and foreign produc- 
tion while they follow the lure of continued 
high supports and shrinking producti 
Exports of American cotton were about 
70,000 bales in January, the lowest January 
export figure since records were started in 
1867. Cotton accounted for only 66% of 
the textiles used in the U.S. last year, a 
reduction of 4% from 1954. As recently as 
15 years ago, cotton held 84% of the market. 
Domestic mills used 8.8 million bales last 
year. Had the 1940 percentage been in 
effect the consumption would have been 11.2 
million bales. Cotton's loss has been 2.4 
million bales in 15 years in the domestic 
market. 























IF THE BILL IS VETOED by the President -- and 
at press time it seems it will be -- there 
will be the lower price under flexible sup- 
ports and lower acreage in 1957 and 1958. 








THE FOREIGN MARKET PICTURE is even worse. 
Exports have been as high as 9 million 
bales. They have averaged 5 million bales 
and over for many years. This year they 
will be 1.9 million, only about 60% of what 
they were a year ago. Increased production 
under the American price umbrella has pro- 
vided the cotton which has taken the export 
markets.

ONE BRIGHT SPOT: The limited sales program 
of short staple cottons for export was a 
greater success than had been predicted. 
The million bales were sold ina little over 
a month from the date of the first sale. 





THE PROGRAM is the Administration's effort 
to cut prices abroad in order to discourage 
foreign production and meet the competition 
of both foreign cottons and synthetics. 
Its second goal is to reduce the American 
surplus to the point that acreage restric- 
tions can be relaxed. Strong efforts have 
been made to make the sales program a sub- 
Sidy instead of on a competitive bid basis 
This would have the effect of increasing 
the domestic price, making cotton less com- 
petitive at home. The market advance would 
also nullify the subsidy and give the 
foreign cottons a higher umbrella under 
which to find cover. 





























COOL WEATHER, RAINS AND WINDS have delayed 
the planting and progress of cotton this 
spring. That makes it more imperative -- 
with increased yields needed so badly on 
the reduced acreage -- that prompt and ade- 
quate insect control be undertaken. There 
Should be early poison treatments for 
thrips -- which delay the crop -- and for 
surviving weevils, where they are found. 
The delay caused by thrips can postpone 
fruiting until weevil damage can be severe. 














BOLL WEEVIL will get the biggest head start 
in history on the 1956 cotton crop. Last 
reports show more than twice as many weevils 
survived the winter as in the previous 
record year of 1950. And cotton may be 
getting a new addition to its already-huge 
collection of pests. The corn borer -- 
already major problem for corn growers -- 
may be moving into cotton. Borers were 
found attacking cotton last year for first 
time, working way into stalks and causing 
wilt. Some of them also caused damage 
Similar to that caused by bollworm. 











RECOMMENDATIONS FOR AMINO TRIAZOLE as a 
cotton defoliant and regrowth inhibitor in 
the Mid-South this year call for 5 lbs. per 
acre if used alone as defoliant, or 1 lb. 
if used alone as regrowth inhibitor. If 
combined with other defoliants, recommenda- 


tion is 0.75 lb. per acre.

BROODERS 


They feed by the bushel... 


OME poultry and livestock feeders are throwing away 

the sacks and handling all their mixed feeds and grain 
in bulk. Whether it’s a generally good practice or not, 
they're finding a lot of advantages in the new method. 

Mississippi poultryman Bob Mayo (photos above) uses 
bulk feeding for his big-scale broiler business to eliminate 
the heavy work of lifting sacks and the cost of providing 
extra storage. His feeding operations aren’t mechanized— 
he uses wheelbarrows to carry feed trom bulk-storage bins 
to chick self-feeders. But all the work of feeding the birds 
in a house can be done by one man, in a short time, with 
little lifting. 

In the heart of the broiler producing area of East Texas, 
one feed manufacturer delivers in bulk to operators with 
one to ten houses. The average 3,000-bird house consumes 
about 24,000 pounds of feed in a feeding period of eight 
to nine weeks. The broiler man pays $2 a ton less for 
bulk deliveries, a saving of $24 a house to the grower. 
Other mills in the area are following suit and are purchasing 
bulk trucks according to grower demand. 

Some small-scale beef cattle feeders are finding that bulk 
feeding is also adaptable to their use if they live near a mill 
which handles it. The bulk truck drives right into the feed 
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---instead of by the bag

lot and augers the feed into the bunkers. Four-wheel drive 
trucks are used by some mills to insure bulk feed delivery 
regardless of weather. A north central Texas feed dealer 
takes care of small operators with a %4-ton pickup truck 
which handles one to five tons of feed 

The cost of converting to bulk handling of feeds is very 
little. One mill now makes and installs steel tanks for poul- 
try houses at no cost to the farmer, if he continues to buy 
feed from the mill. A North Texas mill supplies blueprints 
and technical help without cost to farmers who convert to 
bulk feeding. Or the mill will build or convert feed rooms 
for bulk handling. But ir this case, the mill continues to 
charge the farmer sack prices and applies the difference 
between sack and bulk prices to the cost of conversion; or 
it will build a feed bin and rent it to the farmer for one 
dollar per ton per year. 

Covering holes or big cracks in the old feed room usually 
suffices to handle bulk feed. You can then cut a hole in 
one side of the room and allow feed to be augered or blown 
in from the truck. 

Many farmers haul their own home grown grains to the 
mill, pay a small grinding and mixing charge, and the mill 
delivers the feed back home in bulk. 

FARM AND RANCH 








HE big 1956 farm bill, just vetoed by President Eisen- 

hower, closed the door on the soil bank program for 

the present. However, the soil bank will still be a live 
issue. The Administration may ask Congress for a new soil 
bank bill this year, although it may differ from the version 
approved by Congress as a part of the farm bill. 

fo get planted land into Acreage Reserve this year you 
would have to plow under the crop, mow it, or somehow 
prevent it from maturing so that you accomplish a reduc- 
tion below the acreage allotment for that crop. There was 
no payment provided, however, for plowing under. 

Boiled down, the soil bank plan as worked out by this 
Congress provided that if you take some of your land out 
of production, the government would pay you a share of 
the $1.2 billion authorized for this program. 

Technically, Congress planned a soil bank with two parts: 
An Acreage Reserve program and a Conservation Reserve 
program. Under Acreage Reserve, you would be paid for 
reducing your 1956, 1957, 1958 and 1959 crops of wheat, 
cotton, rice, corn, peanuts and tobacco below your acreage 
allotments. 

Under Conservation Reserve, you would be paid for 
diverting acres from non-allotment 
crops to grass, trees (see “Wood in 
the Bank,” April FaRM AND RANCH) 
or some other conservation use. Only 
land used for row crops or small 
grains during one or more of the last 
three years would be eligible. 

The chief purpose of Acreage Re- 
serve would be to curb production 
and ease the pressure on government- 
held surplus stocks. Conservation 
Reserve aims for the same goals, plus 
a build-up of soil fertility. 

How much would you be paid for 
participating? 

Details on this and several other 
parts of the soil bank program were 
not finalized. Congress proposed to 
give the Secretary of Agriculture 
considerable leeway in operating the 
program. Tentatively, however, here's 
how USDA people thought the pay- 
ments would work: 

Under Acreage Reserve: 

Your payment would amount to about 50 percent of the 
average support rate, times the average production rate on 
your land for the years 1951 through 1955. In reckoning 
on wheat, the 1945 to 1954 average production rate would 
be used. 

On a national average, this would amount to about $45 
an acre for cotton, $15 for wheat, $31 for corn and $50 
for rice. 

In practice, your county ASC committee would probably 
be required to determine the normal county production for 
each allotment crop. Then your local ASC Committee 
would determine whether the land you've put in Acreage 
Reserve is average, below average, or above average. Your 
payment would vary accordingly. 


How Payments Work 


Payments would actually be made with certificates from 
the Commodity Credit Corporation. You could cash these, 
or use them to buy CCC commodities. 

For grains, your maximum participation would be 50 acres, 
or half of your allotment, whichever is larger. Minimum 
would be 5 acres or your entire allotment, whichever is 
It would work that way for both corn and wheat. 

For cotton and pea- 
nuts you could bank up 
to 10 acres or half your 


smaller.

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allotment, whichever is larger. Minimum would be two 
acres or your entire allotment, whichever is smaller. 

For tobacco, the top would be five acres or half your 
allotment, whichever is larger. Bottom limit would be one 
acre or your entire allotment, whichever is smaller. 

There would be no requirement that you put Acreage 
Reserve land into a conservation practice. It could stand 
idle if you prefer. You might be required to keep down any 
noxious weeds. You could not graze livestock, cut hay, or 
take any kind of crop off this land, 

Under Conservation Reserve: 

You would contract through your ASC Committee to 
take specified acres out of cultivation and put them to con- 
servation use for a period of from three to 15 years, de- 
pending on the present and intended use of the land. These 
acres could not be returned to cultivation during the con- 
tract period except by consent of the Secretary. And, they 
could not be same acres you retired under Acreage Reserve. 

You would get an annual rental on this land. The U.S. 
average rental per acre, it’s estimated, would be about $10. 

Your actual rental rate would be based on land values, 
productivity, and other factors as determined by your ASC 

Committee, with a higher rental paid, 
naturally, for good land than for poor. 


Uncle Sam Pays Costs 


In addition, Uncle Sam would pay 
you up to 80 percent of your costs, 
but not in excess of $25 an acre, for 
forage and tree-planting, or any 
other approved conservation meas- 
ure. This is a one-time payment— 
for the first year only. 

As under the Acreage Reserve, 
you would not be allowed to graze 
or harvest any crop from Conserva- 
tion Reserve acres. 

Continued ACP: 

Technically, the Agricultural Con- 
servation Program wasn’t part of the 
soil bank, but it dovetailed into the 
bank program. The $250-million-a- 
year ACP continues. You'd still be 
able to get ACP payments for ap- 
proved practices—in addition to soil 
bank payments—on either Acreage 

or Conservation Reserve land. 

Participation in the soil bank would be voluntary. You 
wouldn't have to put land in the bank to be eligible for 
regular price support programs. But there’s one exception 
to this rule. Beginning next year, and in the case of price 
supports for feed grains only, you would have to put at least 
15 percent of your base acreage allotment for these crops 
in the bank to qualify for higher support levels. 

As to compliance, when you apply for a payment you 
would have to certify that you had complied with program 
requirements, and that your statements on the application 
are correct and true. However, local and state ASC com- 
mittees would apparently have certain compliance-checking 
responsibilities. And any producer who willfully grazed or 
harvested any crop in violation of a soil bank contract “shall 
be subject to a civil penalty” equal to 50 percent of the 
compensation that would otherwise be payable for compli- 
ance during the year of the violation. 

To assure adequate tree seedlings for planting Conserva- 
tion Reserve land, USDA could purchase and produce con- 
servation materials. 

In the Southwest, especially in the range counties, it'd be 
harder to benefit from the soil bank because of the limited 
number of allotment crops adapted for acreage reserve (short- 
term) use. And there could easily be a shortage of the grass

PEND a few hours with Sherman Nelson and 
you'll be impressed by his ingenious plan for a 
farmstead layout, carefully-selected equipment 
for every farm job and the “know-how” that 
make Nelson’s farm a pay-zone in agriculture. 

This rugged son of Lubbock County, Texas, applies 
new knowledge and new ideas to everyday farm prob- 
lems. His production costs are reduced by boosting 
acre yields through better use of good seed; fertilizers; 
insecticides; adequate feed, seed and implement stor- 
age; labor saving devices and modern machinery. 

Nelson’s central farrowing house—24 x 100 feet— 
contains 22 individual farrowing pens equipped with 
guard rails, creep feeders for pigs, overhead lighting 
and 150-watt infra-red lights to check chilling losses 
of newly born pigs. 

For cheap production, the 67 Duroc and Hampshire 
brood sows and their litters pasture on 42 acres of 
irrigated alfalfa, which is sub-divided into 20 pastures. 

He uses gadgets to nee Nelson mows the pastures SIX to seven Hath. a year 
to permit new growth of tender sprouts for continuous 
grazing and saving in irrigation water. Each small 
pasture is equipped with automatic waterers and a 
portable metal hog shed that has four hinged walls 
to allow lifting so shade space can be enlarged in hot 
weather. 

Make Labor “By grinding and mixing homegrown feed with sup- 
plements, and marketing it through hogs, I received 
$1,200 more last year on 140 tons of sorghum grain 
than I would have if I sold it on the open market,”

grinder and mixer. No sorghum grain is sold except

Tue Hereford heifers in the photo- 
graphs at left are all good individuals, 
with most of the type characteristics 
that pay off finally in the feed lot or 
on the range. They were deliberately 
selected to look as much alike as pos- 
sible, so you'd have to look harder for 
the differences that make one heifer 
a better-quality animal and a better 
producer than another 

Whether you enter the contest or 
not, if you're a cattlheman we hope 
you'll take time to look them over and 
compare the small differences in type 
and conformation between the indi- 
viduals. They are the differences that 
add up when you figure your feed bill 
and sale receipts. The best heifer in 
this group is the one which has the 
best chance of producing calves that 
would gain the fastest on the least 
amount of feed. 

With top cattle bringing 20 cents 
or less on the market, it’s tempting 
to buy and keep only cheap cattle— 
to save the few cents a pound that 
quality cattle cost. A lot of practical 
cattlemen figure that’s poor economy, 
even now. 

Take Willie Joe Emmick, cattle 
feeder of Lewisport, Kentucky, for ex- 
ample. He buys calves at feeder calf 
sales in Tennessee, finishes them out 
on corn and silage, sells them to local 
packers But he never settles for 
medium-quality calves; can’t afford to, 
he says. Even with a pretty narrow 
margin of profit, he’s still buying 
calves that will finish out the quickest 
on the least feed and top the market. 

A lot of feeder buyers are figuring 
the same way, and they're keeping the 
demand up for better-quality calves. 
he price you're getting for good calves 
doesn’t look very good nowadays, but 
at most markets it’s still a little better 
than calves from “cheap” cows— 
enough to pay the difference. 

The photographs at left are of 
heifers nearly ideal in type and con- 
formation. You'll judge them for the 
characteristics which are desirable in 
your herd, and which pay off at the 
sale pens. 

Maybe you can’t afford to buy heif- 
ers as good as these—they’re prime 
heifers from a top-bred purebred herd. 
But you can afford to produce calves 
that Corn Belt feeders will buy to 
finish out to choice.

Straight-bred Jersey 


Bred for the South 


By BOB NICHOLS 


BR esearcuers at several Southern experiment sta- 
tions are still in the early stages of their research in 
cross-breeding dairy cattle to find strains especially 
adapted to the South. For the present, the scientists 
are Occupied with preliminary work like testing respira- 
tion and pulse rate, rather than with making recom- 
mendations based on their work. 

But you can draw some tentative conclusions of your 
own—some that you may want to consider in your own 
dairy breeding program. 

Louisiana workers have crossed Red Sindhi bulls, im- 
ported from Asia, with Holstein cows and produced 
some apparently worthwhile results. Some of the cross- 
bred Sindhi-Holstein cows have held their own as milk 
producers—not coming up to the production standards Holstein-Sindhi Crosshred 
expected of top Holsteins, but averaging far better than 
the average Louisiana-bred milk cow. And the Sindhi 
parentage apparently will give the crossbreds excellent 
tolerance to the Gulf Coast’s prolonged summer heat 
and insects. 

The Louisiana researchers are also experimenting with 
Brown Swiss-Sindhi and Jersey-Sindhi crosses. One 
group of Jersey-Sindhi cows in the Louisiana test aver- 
aged over 7,000 pounds of milk in their first full year 
on test. That’s not outstanding production, but it’s not 
at all bad for an animal that’s tough, hardy and able 
to keep right on producing through the hottest summers. 
And further research and development may bring that 
average production higher. 

Workers at several of the stations started with some 
facts that most dairymen agree on—that big Northern- 
bred cows and even smaller, more heat-tolerant Jerseys 
and Guernseys can’t take Southern heat as well as they 
should. Rugged Asiatic breeds like the Sindhi and 
Brahman don’t mind the heat at all—but they don’t 
give much milk, either. 

USDA workers at Beltsville, Maryland, started experi- 
menting with crossbreeding Sindhi cattle with dairy 
breeds years ago, with promising results. But they 
couldn’t prove that the crossbreeds actually were what 
Southern dairymen needed. The tests at the Southern Jersey-Sindhi Crossbred 
experiment stations may some day show the answers.

As every dairyman knows, you can 
usually get some increased vigor with 
a first-generation cross. But after the 
first generation, the results are unpre- 
dictable. Most dairymen wisely prefer 
to stay with straight-bred animals 
rather than risk producing worthless 
mongrels. A breeder has to know 
what he’s doing to hybridize success- 
fully. The Southern researchers are 
trying to find the best ways to do it. 

Workers at the Lewisburg branch of 
the Tennessee Experiment Station are 
straight-breeding Jerseys for maximum 
production with regard for butterfat. 
They feel that high butterfat does not 
pay enough extra to make it profitable 
to produce at the expense of total pro- 
duction Also, Jerseys seem to be 
slightly more heat tolerant than Hol- 
steins and many Southeastern farmers 
are more familiar with Jerseys and 
their management than they are with 
the larger breeds. 

Using a herd established in 1929, 
the Tennessee workers began in 1949 
to breed Jerseys for maximum produc- 
tion only. Even though they cull all 
cows that do not average 8,000 pounds 
on mature-equivalent basis, they feel 
that butterfat will still be higher than 
with most other breeds. With 62 cows 
in production recently, the average 
production per cow on mature-equiva- 
lent basis was 9,398 pounds with 474 
pounds of fat. Further progress from 
culling and selection is shown in the 
fact that the 12 young cows in the 
herd with only one record averaged 
10,046 pounds with 513 pounds of fat. 

Neither the hybrids nor the big- 
type Jerseys are expected to put Hol- 
steins, Ayrshires or Brown Swiss out 
of business in the South. A lot of 
dairymen will still swear by them— 
with good reason But the experi- 
mental breeding projects may come up 
with a greater choice of dairy strains 
that are bred especially for the South.

Rootplowing and Seeding 


ry 
W ATER once absorbed by growing 
brush is now being used to grow grass 
by a relatively new method called 
“rootplowing.” 

Rootplowing pays quick dividends 
by putting the soil in condition to soak 
up water when it rains. It’s econom- 
ical and need not be repeated every 
few years; in South Texas it has given 
100 percent kill. It should be equally 
effective in other brush infested areas 
where some of the species are so hardy 
that chemicals, chaining or chopping 
and other methods of treatment have 
little effect. Ranchers who have used 
rootplowing for brush control say they 
paid for the plowing, seeding and lease 
and still had a profit the first year. 
Some have grass tall enough to hide 
a Cow. ; 

In rootplowing, it’s necessary to use 
a flat plow 5 to 11 feet wide and about 


3 inches thick. The plow is pulled

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Field Chopper 
doubles feed crops 


By Lee Stevens 


One Alfalfa County, Oklahoma, 
farmer is doubling his feed crop with 
a tew hours work a week. 

Anthon Nelson is chopping forage 
sorghum with a field chopper, hauling 
it and feeding in feedlot to steers. He 
is Saving a waste of over half above 
what would be used if the cattle were 
turned in the feed, and he reports that 
the steers will eat more and do better. 
Nelson is feeding 100 head of steer 
calves that will go on wheat pasture 
a little later on. The calves get all 
the chopped feed they will clean up, 
around 20 pounds per day. They have 
dry hay available free choice but, ac- 
cording to Nelson, they use very little 
of the dry hay. He can cut three tons 
of the chopped feed in around 20 
minutes with the machinery he uses. 

Nelson has around 900 acres wheat 
pasture and will buy another 100 to 
200 head of steers later to go with 
the ones he now has, to utilize the 
wheat pasture 


“One Head on Two Acres” 

“We can get up to one head on two 
acres in this country if the wheat pas- 
ture is really good, but I usually figure 
around 50 to 60 head to the quarter 
section,” Nelson said. He went on 
to explain that he expects gain of two 
pounds from wheat pasture on his 
steers, from around November 1 until 
March | of the following year. 

He has around 40 acres of Atlas 
sorgo that is making 10 tons of silage 
per acre. The silage is fed during un- 
favorable weather in the winter, and 
used to finish out the calves in the 
spring after they come off wheat pas- 
ture, in order to get a few more pounds 
gain. He usually contracts his calves 
to feed buyers in Iowa and Nebraska. 

Nelson practices a crop rotation that 
includes a legume crop. This year he 
has 150 acres of wheat following Aus- 
trian winter peas. The peas were pas- 
tured last winter and plowed under in 
the spring. The land was summer fal- 
lowed and planted to wheat in the fall. 

It has been his experience that he 
can get as much wheat per acre from 
four year’s wheat following one year 
winter peas as from five year’s straight 
wheat, and clip a coupon of a winter 
pasture from the peas.

Trolling for bass, especially during 
the hot weather months, will often pay 
off when all other methods fail. Sim- 
ply troll the deeper nooks with a deep 
running plug (the deeper the better) 
trailed by a small spinner or spinner 
fly combination. For this kind of fish- 
ing use a 25- or 30-pound test trolling 
line, 12-pound test nylon leader for 
the plug (a short leader will do here) 
and an 8-pound test nylon leader for 
the spinner. Troll at least 150 or 200 
feet (more is better) behind the boat, 
and set the hooks fast and hard when 
a bass strikes.

New threat to Alfalfa

I HE spotted alfalfa aphid has spread 
over alfalfa fields in the Southwest at 
a fantastic rate. No one knows how 
fast it will continue to move into all 
alfalfa-producing areas, causing losses 
that mount into the millions of dollars, 

This tiny pest, unknown in the 
United States two years ago, has been 
found feeding in Oklahoma at tem- 
peratures as low as 8 and 10 degrees 
above zero It feeds on the bottom 
side of lower leaves of the alfalfa plant 
When food here is exhausted, it moves 
to the stem and upper leaves causing 
the foliage to dry up and fall off. It 
also prevents regrowth after cutting by 
covering the developing shoots when 
they are about one inch long. Cali- 
fornia tests show alfalfa damaged by 
this pest loses one-third of its protein 
content. 

The only immediate hope for keep- 
ing this ruinous pest under control is 
by treating infested fields with insecti- 
Parathion and malathion are 
recommended. But applications must 
be made at the right time. Proper 
timing requires careful inspection 
about three times a week. If alfalfa 
is grown for hay, treatment should be

Before you 
milk, wash the cow’s udder and clip 
the long hair off the udder and flanks. 
As soon as you milk in a sterile bucket, 
milk quickly as possible.

© e@ e The farmers’ immediate prob- 
lem is farm surplus. This should be 
disposed of, so that it is not hanging 
over agriculture’s head, then govern- 
ment with its other vote-buying regu- 
lations should get out of agriculture.

Now You Can Rate 
First-Calf Heifers 


A BEEP cow’s ability to produce a 
high-quality calf can be predicted with 
reasonable accuracy by the weight of 
her first calf at 16 weeks of age, re- 
ported Dr. Doyle Chambers at the 
Oklahoma A&M College Feeders Day 
April 21. Dr. Chambers told live- 
stockmen that a four-year study of 
calf weights of 300 beef cows has 
shown that the weight of the first calf 
at that age is correlated with weights 
of all the heifer’s future calves at the 
same age. Adjusting the first calf’s 
weight to compensate for the normally 
smaller size of first calves will indi- 
eate probable weights of all later 
calves. 

The calf-weight method is suggested 
as a way to help cattlemen cull their 
poorest heifers when the cow is young, 
without fear of removing the best indi- 
viduals.

OW do you launder blankets, yet keep them soft and fluffy? Here 
are the rules, like an easy-to-follow recipe: 

1. To prepare the blanket for laundering, either vacuum or brush and 
shake to remove loose dirt. Pre-treat special spots or stains. Mend all broken 
stitches along the binding and any thin spots in the blanket. 

2. Dissolve enough mild soap in hot water to make a thick lather. Add 
cold water to cool the suds to lukewarm. Test the water temperature with 
your elbow if you have no thermometer. When you dip your elbow into 
the water it should feel neither hot nor cool—just wet. The correct tempera- 
ture is important because water that is too hot or too cold causes the 
blanket to shrink and become “boardlike.” 

3. Treat the blanket gently while wet—never wring, rub, or twist it. 
Such rough treatment will mat the fibers. If you use a washing machine, 
follow special blanket washing instructions tor the complete process. To 
wash by hand, douse the blanket up and down in the suds. Gently rub 
soaped fingers over stubborn spots; never rub two parts of the blanket 
together. A soft brush makes it easier to clean the binding. 

4. Put the blanket through three rinses to remove every trace of suds 
Keep all rinse waters the same lukewarm temperature as the suds. Gently 
press or squeeze as much water trom the blanket as possible—but no wringing 
or twisting. 

5. When hanging blanket to dry, use two parallel lines about a foot and 
a half apart. Double lines allow better air circulation for faster drying and 
eliminate a sharp crease. Square the blanket corners as you hang it to dry. 
Shaking the blanket occasionally helps restore fluffiness. Dry the blanket in 
the shade—never in direct sunlight. If drying indoors, dry at room tem- 
perature and not close to a heater. 

6. Smooth wrinkles from the binding with a steam iron or a warm iron 
used with a press cloth. Press carefully without touching the iron to the wool 

7. Brush the blanket to restore the nap, using lengthwise strokes. A clean 
whisk broom will do a good job. Spread the blanket and brush first one side, 
then the other. The bed is a convenient place for brushing. Remember to 
avoid curved strokes. Follow these instructions and you should be very 
pleased with your clean blankets.

Dennis still had fear that it might 
lead to lasting paralysis, but he was 
finally won over when he was shown 
a medical report on 10,000 operations 
done under spinal anesthesia without 
any lasting disability.

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N its “Black Monday” decision the Supreme Court was 

evidently more concerned with world opinion, sociolog- 
ical textbooks and professional agitators than in following 
the precedents set down by former Supreme Courts and our 
Founding Fathers. The Court based its decision in part on 
the testimony of certain “modern authorities on psychology,” 
some of whom are Socialists or Communist sympathizers. 
Chief Justice Warren, who as governor of California was for 
socialized medicine, cited as a leading source of the Court's 
findings a book on modern psychology written by a Swed- 
ish socialist named Dr. Gunnar Myrdal. In the book, “An 
American Dilemma,” Myrdal freely expresses his contempt 
for the principles on which the U. S. was founded. Myrdal 
stated that the Constitution of the U.S. was “impractical 
and unsuited to modern conditions,” and that its adoption 
was “nearly a plot against the common people.” Thus an 
alien who ridicules the American form of government is 
cited by the Supreme Court of the U. S. as one of its 
authorities for its desegregation decision!

less than three years ago the Supreme Court ruled that 
“separate but equal” was constitutional. Has the Constitu 
tion changed, or just the Court? Did the Court interpret 
the Constitution, or amend it? The integrationists have won 
two decisions in the present Supreme Court. Segregationists 
have won many decisions from better, unpacked courts 
which had not been brainwashed in leftwing ideologies 
For 86 years after the 14th Amendment became law the 
Supreme Court, federal and state courts, Congress, the 
presidents, governors and state legislatures all evidently 
figured that the Constitution gave each state the right to 
control its own public schools. 

Maybe the South’s most effective weapon is “interposi 
tion” (the lefthanded theory that since it takes a three- 
fourths majority of states to amend the Constitution, that 
13 states should be able to prevent the Supreme Court 
ruling from being carried out). Or, the answer may lie in 
converting the white public schools of the South into pri- 
vate schools. Force and violence and hate are certainly not 
the answer. The Constitutional way, the American way, 
Freedom's way, is for the states which want to integrate 
to do it. And for those who don’t want to, to be free to 
handle their own domestic affairs. Final power in a free

Where Does It End? 


Negroes, according to the second “Black Monday” de- 
cision of the Court on March 5, must not be barred on 
account of race from any tax-supported school or college. 
Wouldn’t a logical succeeding conclusion of the Court be 
that tax-exempt schools must accept Negroes on the same 
basis as whites? Most private schools are non-profit, en- 
dowed institutions and as such are exempt from most taxes. 
Or, to put it another way, they are in effect tax-supported. 
If the Court should rule that private schools and colleges 
integrate or pay the same taxes profit-making institutions 
pay, most private schools would have this choice: do it 
or go broke. 

This is just the beginning—unless we find legal ways to 
stop it. After the pressure groups, do-gooders, hate ped- 
dlers, Communists, and unscrupulous politicians integrate 
all schools and colleges public and private, next assaults 
will be on businesses, private clubs, fraternities, 4-H clubs, 
FFA, and Boy Scouts. That leaves the home.
